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PREFACE. 




HEN we open the Prayer Book at 
the beginning of Morning Prayer 
we are met by two paragraphs on 
the left hand page, full fronting us 



and the fervice, headed : — 

THE ORDER FOR 

» MORNING AND EVENING PRAYER, 

DAILY TO BE SAID AND USED THROUGHOUT 

THE YEAR. 

The Morning and Evening Prayer (hall 
be ufed in the accu domed Place of the 
Church, Chapel, or Chancel ; except it fhall 
be otherwife determined by the Ordinary 
of the Place. And the Chancels fhall re- 
main as they have done in times paft. 

And here is to be noted, that fuch Orna- 
ments of the Church, and of the Minifters 
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6 Preface, 

thereof, at all times of their Miniftration, 
fhall be retained, and be in ufe, as were in 
this Church of England, by the Authority 
of Parliament, in the Second Year of the 
Reign of King Edward the Sixth. 

A very plain and limple note, fo plain that he 
may run that readeth it : fo fimple that a child 
who has heard of Edward the Sixth may under- 
ftand it — encumbered by no refervation, watered 
down by no qualification or alternative : clear, 
precife, diftin6^, authoritative ; affirmative, as 
the laft commandment of the Firft Table, 
** Remember that thou keep holy the Sabbath 
Day ;" pofitive as the firft commandment of the 
Laft Table, ** Honour thy father and thy mother ;" 
brief, pithy, and prudent, confirming the paft, 
direfting for the future. As was the Church 
ornamented, furnifhed, and provided with inftru- 
ments and utenlils for fervice, and as were the 
minifters vefted in their habits and other ap- 
pointments in the second year of King Edward 
the Sixth, which was the year one thousand 

FIVE HUNDRED AND FORTY-EIGHT, fo are the 

churches to be ornamented and the minifters 
^'dreflfed " in this prefent year, one thoufand eight 
hundred and feventy-feven, by Statute XIV. 
Carol. II. : in other words, byconfent of Con- 
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vocation and by A<ft of Parliament, in the four- 
teenth year of the reign of King Charles the 
Second, being the year of our Lord one thoufand 
fix hundred and fixty-two. 

What was Church Law as to ornaments of 
churches and ornaments of the minifters thereof 
in 1548, is and is to be Church Law in England 
in 1877 and the years to come, until, with confent 
of Convocation, and by A6t of Parliament, the 
Statute of Uniformity in general, and this fpecial 
ena£tment in particular, be altered, waived, or 
repealed. More frequently publifhed for the 
laft two hundred and fifteen years, and better 
known than any portion of any other ftatute 
in the whole range of enad^ments, there ftands, 
and for centuries has ftood, that brief paragraph 
of five lines in the fealed book ordering the whole 
fcheme of obje£live Service in the Church of 
England, and pointing to the second year of 
King Edward the Sixth, the year 1548, as exhi- 
biting its exemplar in thofe particulars, and its 
authority for their obfervance. What your fore- 
fathers did in 1 548 you are to do now ; what 
was re-ena£ted for the laft time, and with plenary 
authority in 1662, is in full vigour as law and 
ftatute now. 

Where is there one word, fyllable, or hint 
throughout the whole aft, where, in any feftion, 
paragraph, or rubric, in ftatute, or book..^ €\wsv 
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the firft leaf to the laft, one femblance of direc- 
tion to the contrary? Totheyear I548,the fecond 
of King Edward the Sixth, all point as to the law 
and to the teftimony. 

Nor was 1548, the fecond year of King 
Edwardy marked out or taken as a teft at hap- 
hazard, nor by chance and idle fancy. The re- 
folve of Convocation and Parliament to make 
the ornament ftandard of that efpecial year the 
current and ever-continuing ftandard for the out- 
ward adorning of the church and its minifters, 
was a refolution of grave importance, that reached 
them by a written tradition of above a hundred 
years ftanding, renewed and repeated from time 
to time, framed by the niceft judgment for the 
beft of reafons. 

For in that year, 1548, the fecond year of 
King Edward the Sixth, was firft felt and wit- 
nefled the eiFedb of the King's injunctions of 
the foregoing year, 1547, in removing from 
churches, and chancels as parts of churches, 
whatever was held to be wrong or objeftion- 
able, and therefore, as was thought, no orna- 
ment but the contrary; and in retaining all 
ornaments deemed decent and proper for wor- 
fliip ; as, for example, by fpecial commandment, 
the two lights to burn before the bleflfed Sacra- 
ment, and the ornaments or veftments of the 
minifters. In this there was a fitnefs which 
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approved itfelf to their common fenfe, and on 
this they founded their rubrick, or rule of direc- 
tion, affirming their deliberate choice of year by 
a6t of Parliament, and fo confirming it by fl^atute 
for ever. Hence and thenceforth its repub- 
lication a thoufand thoufand times (for furely all 
this printing and reprinting could not be intended 
to prove after all but a hollow and wordy farce) ; 
and hence, too, its continuance for 215 years in 
the forefront of the Order of Common Prayer, 
where we find it now as at the firfl, with its finger 
on 1548, the fecond year of the reign of King 
Edward the Sixth, as a rule of Church order 
paramount. 

But flrong as it was, this injunction of orna- 
ment was by no means the only reafon for their 
deliberate eledtion of 1548 as the flandard year 
for ornament from 1559 downward to 1662, and 
from 1662 to our day. I find it as in the copy 
of the fealed book fo alfo in the latefl Prayer 
Book with the neweft LefTon Table. Why this 
unanimous confent in favour of the chofen year 
1548 ? For the flrong reafon above flated, and 
for one little lefs operative upon the mind of 
Convocation and of Parliament. 

The fecond year of King Edward the Sixth 
was fignalized not only by the ordering of the 
ornaments, the main point no doubt of the quei^ 
tion to them of 1662 in a matter concerning orna-

ments, but by an ordering of fervice which muft 
have drawn them ftrenuoufly towards 1548, as 
combining in itfelf the twin graces of decent out- 
ward form and holy inward fpirit. 

For in the year 1548, the fecond of King 
Edward the Sixth, was firft appended to the 
Church of England Altar Service, after the 
Communion of th^ Prieft, an order for the 
Communion of the People in Engli{h. And 
this, too, by King Edward's proclamation, " Im- 
printed at London the 8th day of March, in the 
fecond year of the reign of our Sovereign Lord 
King Edward the Sixth, — and in the year of our 
Lord 1548." 

** Firft the Parfon, Vicar, or Curate the next 
Sunday or Holy day, or at the leaft one day before 
he (hall minifter the Communion, (hall give warn- 
ing to his Parifhioners, or thofe which be prefent, 
that they prepare themfelves thereto, faying to 
them openly and plainly as hereafter followeth, 
or fuch like : * Dear Friends, and you efpecially 
upon whofe fouls I have care and charge,' " &c. 
^^ The time of the Communion (hall be immedi- 
ately after that the Prieft himfelf hath received the 
facrament, without the varying of any other rite 
or ceremony of the Mafs, until other order {hall 
be provided :" which was fo provided in the year 
following, 1549, the third of King Edward the 
Sixth, by publifhing, in what is called the 
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Firft Book of King Edward, a comprefled and 
digefted order of Holy Communion, Ordinary and 
Canon, in £ngli{h throughout, but accompanied 
and furnifhed with the fame ornaments, both of 
the Church, and of the Chancel with its Altar, and 
of the Prieft with his Minifters, as were in ufe the 
year previous, that is in 1548, thefecond year of 
King Edward the Sixth, the year marked out 
by the Statute XIV. of K. Charles the Second. 

To this year, therefore, 1548, the ornaments 
rubrick, as it is called, points with the authority 
of a ftatute, and with an emphaiis that cannot be 
miftaken. 

That the reader may have this before him in 
black and white, I will put into plain Englifh 
the Church of England Altar Service of 1548, 
according to the ufe of Salifbury, that ufe which 
had been long, indeed from the firft, prevalent 
through the Province of Canterbury, appending 
thereto the order for communion of 1548, referred 
to above, in its original Englifh, as prefcribed for 
ufe when the people were to receive the Holy 
Communion. 

So much of the rubrick as is necefTary to 
bring out the ufe of the ornaments, that is, the 
means, inffruments, and utenfils of Divine Ser- 
vice, according to the ufe and cuftom of the 
Church in the fecond year of King Edward the 
Sixth, I have added, and likewife,all that is fervice- 
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able for a right underftanding of the prayers and 
words of fervice generally. More than that 
I have not given. Joreaking up the conipa£i:nefs 
of the prayers into portions, the full rubrick 
would be found rather confufing to the Englifh 
reader's eye than explanatory to his mind. 
Widely indeed as the larger miffals of the pre- 
fent day differ in the matter of rubrick, that is 
in the fulnefs of rubrick, from the leffer, — for 
example, from that prepared for Prior Park by 
Bifhop Baines, or thofe in Englifh for the lay 
people generally, their difference in that parti- 
cular of quantity is as nothing compared with 
that exifling between the rubricks of the Manuals 
and full MifTal of Salifbury and thofe accompany- 
ing the Ordinary and Canon, contained in the 
fmaller prayer books, Porteaus, or Breviaries of 
the fame great Englifh Church. 

Thus much, then, of the rubricks as may ferve 
to explain the text and conne£l it with the cere- 
monial of the altar I have tranflated and inferted 
in its place. To thofe who defire a clofer ac- 
quaintance with the rite of Salifbury I would 
recommend Mr. Charles Walker's '' Liturgy of 
Sarum," and Mr. Pearfon's " Sarum Mifwl in 
Enelifh, 1868," or lafl, though not in date, and 
leaft, in fize but not in worth, " The Ordinary 
and Canon of the Mafs according to the Ufe of 
the Famous and lUuflrious Church of Salifbury. 
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Newly done into Englifli, 1867." Of courfe, 
no one, not even if his chief intereft is con- 
centrated on the eftablifhment fince the Refor- 
mation, will overlook the late learned and Re- 
verend Dr. Rock's folid work, "The Church of 
our Fathers." 

That the Englifh reader may not be left to 
guefs the meaning of the words "office," 
"pfalm," "introit," "gradal," "offertory," 
" fecret," " communion," and ** poft commu- 
nion," as employed in the rubricks, headings, or 
margins, or mifs from their accuftomed place 
colle£^, epiftle, or gofpel, I will incorporate with 
the ordinary and canon the fervice for the Tranf- 
figuration of our Lord, and the rather by reafon 
of its unaccountable abfence from the Book of 
1549 as well as from our own : by which 
omiffion our feries of gofpels is made incomplete, 
and that, too, in a main portion of the gofpel 
hiftory recorded by three Evangelifts, one of 
them an apoftle, and by another apoftle who was 
himfelf eye-witnefs of the event.^ For though 
the Church of Hereford never received the 
Feaft of the Transfiguration into its calendar 



^ The Church of England (lands alone in her omiflion 
from her feries of gofpels of this important feature in the 
gofpel hiftory. The Greek Church ufes the narratives of 
all three evangelifts in her celebration of this feaft. 
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both York and Salifbury kept it. Neither is its 
Scripture our gofpel on the Second Sunday in 
Lent, as it is in the Weftern Church of the 
prefent day, nor on Ember Saturday in Lent, as 
in Hereford, York, and Salifbury, and we may 
add, Rome as well. Every way, therefore, the 
Transfiguration is appofite to our purpofe. 

The reader will obferve a double introit or 
office, an older and a newer, introduced into the 
proper place of the office towards the beginning 
of the fervice. The older, and I may add the 
nobler '* office*' of the two, is one which I find in 
a Salifbury MifTal of 1508 now before me, and 
which appears likewife in a fourteenth century 
manufcript of the Church of York, called the 
Coknay MS., noted by Dr. Henderfon (York 
MifTal, Preface, p. x.), which contains other 
readings of the fervice, from which the later 
copies both of Salifbury and York differ; in 
which differences the MS. does agree with the 
mifTal above named, viz., Salifbury, 1508. I may 
remark that Dr. Henderfon's unintelligible read- 
r^JfX ing, without contra^on, of hodierna die in the 
Jr^^MS. Pofl Communio is corredlly printed, with 
f ' njfL contradtion hodiernam diem in Salifbury, 1 508. 
^^^ It will be obferved that I have not prefixed 
the Bleffing of the Grape to the fervice of the 
Transfiguration. It does not occur in the MifTal 
of 1508, nor in the Coknay MS. of York ufe. 
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A beautiful colie£l it no doubt is, but applicable 
apparently to the Transfiguration not more than 
to Lammas Day or St. Peter's Chains, occurring 
juft before. 

I have not in the Colledt, Secret, and Poft-com- 
m union, gone beyond thofe of the Transfigura- 
tion proper, neither have I followed up the gradal 
with the fequence, whether the older one, " Lauds 
unto the Saviour With voice of fupplication let 
us pour," which the Miffal of 1508 adopts, as 
do the later Salifbury books, from Low Sunday, 
and the York Coknay MS. from Eafter Monday ;^ 
nor yet with the other, 

" Praifed be evermore the BlefTed Trinity, 
Godhead and unity coequal in glory/^ 

which in the York reprint under Transfiguration 
is affigned to Trinity Sunday. The firft fliort line, 
indeed, does almoft tally, but fo does that in the 
fecond or alternative fequence of Salifbury, 1519, 

' Not from Eafter Tuefday, as in the late reprint of 
York Miffal is noted by Dr. Henderfon, the fequence for 
that day bein? ** Viftimae Pafchali." After citing the 
Miffals of York and Hereford, it may not be out of place 
to mention that the fervice for the Transfiguration in the 
Scottifh Miffal of St. Andrew's ufe is, with the exception 
of epiftle and gofpel, almoft entirely different from ours 
of York and Salifbury, and that, from the office downward. 
The fequence is a Proper for the Day. The Preface that 
for daily ufe. 
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15^8, 1554, and yet the fequences themfelves 
diiFer, that for the Transfiguration and that for 
Holy Trinity. 

This premifed and thefe exceptions taken, the 
reader will find here the whole Salifbury fervice 
for the Transfiguration for Augufl 6, 1548. 
This full office, then, will ferve to fhow what the 
ornaments of Church fervice, as regards both 
fabric and priefl, altar and minifler, were in the 
fecond year of King Edward the Sixth. 

I add the office for Holy Communion out 
of the Firfl Book of King Edward the Sixth, 
1549, in proof that the felf-fame ornaments, 
prefcribed by injunftion, 1547, in force during 
1548, continued in the one order of fervice 
of the old and the new communion, and now 
ratified by A6t of Parliament, were the flill ac- 
credited and lawful ornaments of the Church 
and miniflers when the old ordinary and canon 
in Latin had been moulded into a new ordinary 
and canon in Englifh ; the new, being formed 
on the lines of the old, but held to be more 
ufeful and edifying, that is, better adapted to the 
wants and capacities of the people at large. 
Minfler quire fervice was to be made popular by 
the new adjuflment of matins and evenfong; 
parifh altar fervice was to become intelligible to 
the mafTes by the tranflation of the words and 
the digefting of the rite, and, therefore, were all 
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old aiTociations of eye and mind to be kept up, 
and men were conftantly to be reminded of what 
their Church fervices might be and ought to be, 
by being continually inftru6ted in what they 
were in the year 1548, the firft year of revifed 
ornament and reformed communion of the 
people. 

As I have incorporated the fervice of the 
Transfiguration into the Liturgy of 1548, fo will 
I embody that of St. Mary Magdalene with this 
of 1549, and for the fame reafon, namely, its 
ftrange omiflion from all after books of Common 
Prayer. Was it a fqueamifhnefs of criticifm 
which compaiTed the rejedtion of the faintly 
penitent from the roll of fervice, if not from the 
right of commemoration ? For our own fakes, 
therefore, to remind us of a theme and ftory fo 
touching and fo lovely, I will reftore her fervice 
to the communion office to which it belonged, 
and for the further purpofe of (bowing, in the 
abfence of gradal, fecret, and communion, 
what ufe the new compilers made of introit, 
offertory, and poft-communion 5 the latter two of 
which they mafTed into columns of fentences, 
merging the office and pfalm of the firft into 
a pfalm printed in extenfo^ and adapted in fome 
fort to the fervices of the day. In this, how- 
ever, their treatment of the introit, while they 
rejected one half of a truth they amplified out 

c 
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the other to its fulled, perhaps its original, din 
fions. The hiftory of the introit is curi 
but not to be traced out here. 

The reader, then, will not fail to remember 
for ufe with that fcrvice of 1549, the third 
of King Edward the Sixth, no change was n 
in the chancels, altars, and ornaments, whe 
of churches or minifters, from thofe wi 
obtained in 1548, the fecond year of K 
Edward the Sixth, by injunftion in the ma 
of two lights and ornaments of the church, 
uninterrupted prefcription, tradition, and Chu 
law and cuftom in that of the ornaments of 
prieft — his albe, veftment, or cope — or of 
minifters — their albes and tunicles. 

And this the reader will bear in mind, neii 
fuppofmg with one wife man that the sec( 
year of King Edward the Sixth meant the fee 
hMk of the fame King Edward, nor with 01 
men as wife, imagining, or attempting to te 
us, that the fecond year of King Edward 
Sixth is, or can be, any other than the yea 
our Lord 1548.

SO many as intend to be partakers of the Holy 
Communion^ ^Jhall jignify their names to the 
Curate over nighty or elfe in the mornings afore 
the beginning of Matins ^ or immediately after* 

And if any of thofe be an open and notorious 
evil liver, fo that the congregation by him is 
offended J or have done any wrong to his neighbours 
by word or deed : The Curate Jhall call him, and 
advertife him, in any wife not to prefume to the 
Lord^s table, until he have openly declared himfelf 

H 
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to have truly repented^ and amended his former 
naughty life: that the congregation may thereby 
befatisfied^ which afore were offended : and that 
he have recompenfed the parties^ whom he hath 
done wrong untOj or at the leajt be in full purpofe 
fo to do^ as foon as he conveniently may. 

IT The fame order Jhall the Curate ufe^ with thofe 
betwixt whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to 
reign J not fuffering them to be partakers of the 
Lord^s tabUy until he know them to be reconciled. 
And if one of the parties fo at variance be content 
to forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the 
other hath trefpaffed againji him^ and to make 
amends for that he himfelf hath offended : and the 
other party will not be perfuaded to a godly unity ^ 
but remain fill in his frowardnefs and malice : 
The Minifer in that cafe ought to admit the 
penitent perfon to the holy Communion^ and not 
him that is obfinate. 

IT Upon the day^ and at the time appointed for the 
minifration of the holy Communion^ the Priejt 
that Jhall execute the holy minijiry^ Jhall put upon 
him the vejiure appointed for that minifration^ 
that is to fay : a white Alhe plain^ with a vef- 
ment or Cope. And where there be many Priefs 
or Deacons J there fo many Jhall be ready to help 
the Priefs in the minifration^ as Jhall be requi- 
fite : And Jhall have upon them likewife the 
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veftures appointed for their minijiry^ that is to 
fay J Jibes with Tunacles, Then Jhall the Clerks 
fmg in Englijhfor the office^ or Introit {as they call 

it)j a Pfalm appointed for that day. 

The Prieji Jlanding humbly afore the midfiofthe 
altar^ Jhall fay the hordes Prayer^ with this 
Collet, 

Almighty God, unto Whom all hearts be 
open, and all defires known, and from Whom no 
fecrets are hid : Cleanfe the thoughts of our 
hearts, by the infpiration of Thy Holy Spirit :

IF Upon Wednefdays and Fridays^ the Engltjh Litany 
Jhall he faid or fung in all places ^ after fuch form 
as is appointed by the king^s majefty^s Injunctions : 
\0r as is or Jhall be otherwife appointed by his 
highnefs.^ And though there be none to communi- 
cate with the Priejlj yet thefe days {after the 
Litany ended) the Prieji Jhall put upon him a 
plain albe or furplice^ with a copCj and fay all 
things at the altar {appointed to be faid at the 
celebration of the Lord's S upper) ^ until after the 
offertory. And then Jhall add one or two of the 
Colle£fs aforewritten^ as occafion Jhall ferve^ by his 
difcretion. And then turning him to the people 
Jhall let them depart with the accujiomed blefftrg. 

And the fame order Jhall be ufedall other days^ when- 
foever the people be cujiomably ajfembled to pray in 
the churchy and none difpofed to communicate with 
the Priefl. 
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Likewife in chapels annexed^ and all other places^ 
there Jhall be no celebration of the Lord's Supper ^ 
except there befome to communicate with the Prieji, 
Andinfuch chapels annexed where the people hath 
not been accujlomed to pay any holy breads there 
they muji either make fome charitable provijion for 
the bearing of the charges of the Communion^ or 
elf e (for receiving ofthefame)refort to their parijh 
Church, 

For avoiding of all matters andoccajion of diffenfton^ it 
is meet that the bread prepared for the Communion 
be made^ through all this realm ^ after one fort and 

fajhion : that is to fay^ unleavenedy and rounds as 
it was afore^ but without all manner of prints 
andfomething more larger and thicker than it was^ 

fo that it may be aptly divided in divers pieces: 
and every one Jhall be divided in two pieces^ at 
the leafly or more^ by the difcretion of the miniflerj 
and fo dijlributed And men mufl not think lefs 
to be received in part than in the whole^ but in 
each of them the whole body of our Saviour fefu 
Chrijl. 

And forfomuch as the Paflors and Curates within 
this realm Jhall continually find at their cofis and 
charges in their cures fufficient bread and wine 
for the holy Communion {as of as their parijhioners 
Jhall be difpofedfor their fpiritual comfort to receive 
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the fame) it is therefore ordered^ that in recm- 
penfe of fuch cqfis and charges^ the parijhionm 
of every parijh Jhall offer every Sunday^ at the 
time of the offertory^ the juji valour and price of 
the holy loaf\with all fuch money and other things 
as were wont to be offered with the fame) to the uje 
of their paflors and curates^ and that in fuch 
order and courfe^ as they were wont to find and 
pay the fa id holy loaf, 

yflfo that the receiving of the Sacrament of the bleffed 
body and blood of Chrifty may be moji agreeable to 
the inflitution thereof ^ and to the ufage of the pri- 
mitive Church : In all Cathedral and Collegiate 
churches y there Jhall always fome communicate with 
the Prieji that minijiereth. And that the fame 
may be alfo obferved everywhere abroad in the 
country : Some one at the leaji of that houfe in 
every parijhy to whom by courfe^ after the ordi- 
nance herein made^ it appertaineth to offer for the 
charges of the Communion y or fome other whom 
they Jhall provide to offer for themy Jhall receive 
the holy Communion with the Priefi : the which 
may be the better done^ for that they know 
beforey when their courfe come thy and may there- 
fore difpofe themfelves to the worthy receiving of 
the Sacrament, And with him or them who doth 
fo offer the charges of the Communiony all other y 
who he then Godly difpofed thereunto^ Jhall like- 
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wife receive the Communion. And by this means 
the Minijier having always fome to communicate 
with him^ may accordingly folemnize fo high and 
holy myjieries^ with all the fuffr ages and due order 
appointed for the fame. And we Prieji on the week 
day Jhall forbear to celebrate the Communion^ except 
he have fome that will communicate with him. 

Furthermore^ every man and woman to be bound to 
hear and be at the divine fervice^ in the Parijh 
Church where they be refident^ and there with 
devout prayer^ or Godly ftlence and meditation^ to 
occupy themfelves. Inhere to pay their duties^ to 
communicate once in the year at the leajly and 
there to receive and take all other Sacraments and 
ritesy in this book appointed. And whofoever wil- 
lingly y upon no juji cauTcy doth abfent themf elves y 
or doth ungodly in the Parijh Church occupy them- 
felves upon proof thereof y by the EccUfiafiical laws 
of the realmy to be ex communicate y or fuffer punijh- 
menty as Jhall to the Eccleftajiical judge {accord" 
ing to his difcretion) feem convenient. 

And although it be read in ancient writersy that the 
peopky many years pajiy received at the PrieJPs 
hands the Sacrament of the body of Chriji in their 
own hands yand no commandment of Chriji to the con- 
trary : Tetforafmuch as they many times conveyed 
the fame fecretly awayy kept it with themy ^nd

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diverfely abufed it to fuperjiition and wickednefs: 
left any fuch thing hereafter Jhould he attempted^ 
and that an uniformity might he ufed throughout 
the whole realm^ it is thought convenient the people 
commonly receive the Sacrament of Chri/fs body 
in their mouths^ at the PrieJPs hand.

POSTSCRIPT. 

|UCH then was the living rule for the 
ornaments of divine fervice in the 
Church of England during the years 
1548 and 1549 — the former, the fecond, 
the latter, the third year of King Edward the 
Sixth, — and the years following. As fuch it fur- 
nifhed the church in which, and the minifter by 
whom, the divine fervice was executed, with 
fitting inftriMients and utenfils, furniture and 
veftments, wherewith and whereby to carry that 
fervice on. And it does fo flill to thofe who, 
following the direction of convocation and Par- 
liament in 1662, are willing that it fhall ftill fo do. 
Now when we remember that the Church 
claims her worldly poflef&ons, her finews of civil 
ftrength, her lordlhips and manors, her bifhops' 
palaces, and caftles, her deaneries, her canons' 
refidences, her chapter eftates, her petty canons' 
colleges, her houfe-property, her Church patron- 
age, her Church leafes, her glebes and glebe 
houfes, her prebendal houfes on the old prebends, 
her parfonages, her re£lorial and vicarial rights,

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nay, her very cathedral and minfter churches, 
parifli churches, chapels, and endowments of all 
kinds, for Church dignitaries of all conditions— 
when we recolle£i that fhe claims all thefe not 
by virtue of State gift or Parliament grant, but 
by veiled right inalienable from times long before 
the days of King Edward, does it feem a wonder- 
ful thing to any that fhe fhould date back her 
claim to the inherited beauty of her holinefs to 
days as long ago ? Is a fervice, with its lawful 
accefTories, lefs an heirloom than a fee and its 
chattels ? Why then fhould its date not be regif- 
tered as well as theirs ? Is a double-bodied 
carriage, with a coachman on the rich hammer- 
cloth, and two tall footmen behind in court or 
archiepifcopal liveries, more Chriitian-like than 
a vefted altar and a prieft with his two minifters ? 
— the one in his " veftment or cope " (hen-dia- 
duoin), the others in their proper " tunacles." Is 
a mitre, is a paftoral flaiF lefs matter of religion 
than a fquare cap, a hat with a rofe in it, a cane, 
and a feat in Parliament ? In other and fewer 
words — is a Church inheritance of worldly good 
things more an inheritance of value than a heritage 
of beauty and honour? But Church goods, and 
enfranchifement, and leafes pafs by date and deed. 
So by date 1662 — 1548, and deed, viz. the orna- 
ments rubrick, does the Church deal according 
to law with her better things than thefe. 
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The men of 1662 — there were giants in the 
earth in thofe days — thought it but fair and reafon- 
able that it fhould be fo, and they fo commanded 
in the laft fettlement ever made on thofe points 
in the Church of England. If fuch claim of 
prefcription and inheritance hold good for the 
temporalities of the body at large, furely it can 
not but be held good for the clothing of the inner 
and fpiritual part of divine worfhip, which clothing 
had been purged by the reform of I547y while 
the worfliip had been purified by the reforming 
proceflTes of 1548-1549. To cling to the delights 
of touch, tafte, and handle, in the fhape of broad 
acres and princely pofleffions, and all the while, 
through fubfcription-liftsy focieties, receiving- 
boards, collections, and offertories, to go on com- 
plaining that that all is not fufficient, without 
bifliop's-funds to eke it out ; and, at the fame 
time, to decline, *' on principle/' as a fuperfluity 
of riches, the raimentof needle-work and veftures 
of wrought gold, prefcribed by the very written 
and eftablifhed words of a ftatute law of that 
Church, whofe temporalities men cleave to fo 
juftly, yet fo ftrenuoufly, (witnefs the hard dealings 
of the Church commiflioners) does feem a thing 
too ftrange,when the men are confidered, not — to 
be true. And when,^dded to this, comes the 
fa6l. Ye enter not in yourfelves, and them that 
would enter in ye hinder, the whole cafe feems 
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too fad to be real, though, at the fame time, not 
too ftrange to be true. 

However, let that pafs as the reflection of a 
ftander-by who wonders at the manipulation of 
the players, and at the courfe their game is taking. 

Undeniably, indeed, whichever courfe it takes, 
with thofe who have fome ftake in the matter 
of the Church's honour, the ornaments rubrick, 
from its aflertion of a fomething above, beyond, 
and better than mere loaves and fifhes, has a 
doubly ftrong efFedi for good. Unrepealed, and 
ftanding where it does, it proclaims her rights 
and her members' duty, and is an enduring 
ftandard, of lawfulnefs in obeying it, and lawlefl- 
nefs in putting it at defiance : an abiding teft, that 
is, while fo unrepealed, of the obedience and 
difobedience, of the law-obeying or lawlefs fpirit 
of her rulers and people \ the obedience of thofe 
who accept it, the lawlefTnefs of thofe who fet it 
at naught, and who not only defy and difobey it 
themfelves, but would perfecute thofe who do 
obey it. Unrepealed, then, and living like the 
reft of the book which it heads, this rubrick 
is the palladium of its champions' honour, what- 
ever it may be of their goods or perfons. While 
it ftands they ftand faft with it, in this particular 
— the pillar and ground of their truth. They 
have done what it fays they ought to do. 

Repealed, it would be tenfold more fo, for 
then the very words of Convocation and of a 
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Parliament of Churchmen, and their blotting 
out by repeal, in Houfes not necefTarily fo much 
as Chriftian, would teftify to its power when 
yet alive. While exifient and in the forefront of 
the book it was found to be inconvenient to its 
gainfayers, and fo was to be got rid of at any 
coft. It lacked the little word '^ not " to make 
it mean their meaning, the very contrary to its 
own ; to make it, in fa6l, contradict its prefent 
felf. Repealed, it proves that every man con- 
demned while it exifted, from 1662 downward, 
was condemned for obeying it, and, therefore, 
not condemned aright — a dilemma for the law- 
lefs ones, who ftun men with their avofua^ to 
ponder over.^ In a Church commandment, 



* It was a trick of old for the cutpurfe to cry Stop thief! 
The way in which that veteran line 

" S^uis tulerit Gracchos defeditione querentes^" 

keeps cropping up with a meaning and a moral, and fome- 
times wita a point and a fting of truth attached to its tail, 
is no lefs humorous than refre(hin|^. Imagine, if it be not 
beyond the pale of man^s imagination to prepend, a Bifliop 
Gracchus querulous " De Seditione intra clenim." If ever he 
does crop up, as does the line which immortalizes his name- 
fakes and himfelf, he will be found to be a curiofity rather 
than an ornament, at lead in the fenfe of the ornaments 
Rubrick — a curiofity, that is, of the Bench, more than an 
ornament of the Church and of the Minifters thereof, to be 
at all coft retained and be in ufe. Do men in high place 
and authority ponder much over Romans ii. 17 — 23 ? It 
would do them no harm.

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can ** Honour thy Father and thjr Mother," 
mean ** Honour not thy Father ani thy Mother ? " 
No ; excepting as interpreted by SScribes and 
Pharifees, the lawyers and play-a£iors, hiroK^irou^ 
of courts. I do not mean courts of juftice. In a 
ftatute and a6t of Parliament can the words 
^' fuch ornaments ihall be retained and be in ufe 
in the Church of England," mean^^ fhall not be 
retained, and fhall not be in ufe in the Church of 
England ? " Not unlefs all language be a delufion^ 
all law a lie. 

It will be remarked by the reader, no doubt, 
that I have reftrided my purpofe to one point, 
namely, the fetting forth the fole and diftinS 
authority of the rubrick of 1662, to retain and 
ufe the ornaments and veftments, the two altar 
lights before the Blefled Sacrament, the prieft's 
chafuble, or cope, and the tunacles of the other 
minifters, together with the albes for all and 
both, which were in the Church in the year 
1548. 

More than that, I fay nothing : nothing of me- 
trical pfalms and hymns (is omiffion prohibition f), 
of confecration fervices for churches and church- 
yards, of harveft feftivals, of miffion offices — for 
example, on St. Andrew's Day, or any other, fo 
fuperfeding and fupplanting in large meafure the 
fervice — the ftatutable fervice of the day — one 
jot or tittle of which is not to be touched — all 
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thefe, and Aeir reconcilement with the rubrick, 
I leave to the critical fagacity of experts, to the 
good fenle Af congregations, and to the judgment 
of ordinaries, who are themfelves to be ordered 
by the book. Of this only would I remind them 
each and all, that while the lawful obedience 
here claimed is for the legal acceflbries of divine 
fervice, the infradions hinted at above are 
breaches of that mod ftringent rule which pro- 
fefTes to regulate the very body of devotion, the 
very words of that book by law to be taken 
and interpreted fo ftridtly, literally, and exa6lly 
as to admit of no addition, nor omiflion of any 
kind or in any degree, or by any perfon what- 
foever. 

Nor let this diftum feem too ftringent. In the 
margin of the judgment — Wefterton and Liddell 
(Bayford, p. no) — this particular rubrick, the 
ornaments rubrick, is called ^^ Rubrick which 
applies," that is — is to the point, is of force. 
As fuch it is to be ftridlly interpreted, becaufe 
* Their Lordfhips are of opinion that it is not 
open to a minifter of the Church, or even to their 
Lordfhips in advifing her Majefty, as the higheft 
ecclefiaftical tribunal of appeal, to draw a dif- 
tin6lion in a£is which are a departure from 
or a violation of the rubrick between thofe which 
are important and thofe which appear to be 
trivial The rule upon this fubjeft 
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has been already laid down by the Judicial 
Committee in Wefterton v. Liddell, and their 
Lordfhips are difpofed entirely to adhere to it. 
" In the performance of the fervices, rites, and 
ceremonies ordered by the Prayer-Book^ the 
directions contained in it muft be ftriClly ob- 
ferved, no omif&on and no addition can be per- 
mitted." * Mackonochie (Browning, pp. i6, 

And this fufEciently ftrong declaration had a 
fmgular and exprefs bearing on the very ftatute 
of uniformity, of which the ornaments rubrickis 
fo prominent a portion ; for the judgment, after 
mentioning it by name, recites its preamble to 
enforce the judges' view of its objeft. 

And yet neither the acknowledged importance 
of the rubrick, nor its prominence, nor its plain- 
nefs, nor its propriety, nor its paramount, and, 
when convenient, its confefTed and aflerted 
authority and legality, as being an integral part 
of a one great ftatute, on which all the matter 
turns, can prevent its being fo twifted to ferve a 
purpofe, as to completely ftultify and contradid 
itfelf, made, in fa£i, to pretend that it means ^^no" 
when it pofitively fays ''yes," that it denies when 
it afErms, that it forbids when it moft emphati- 
cally commands. If this ruling of a rule be right, 
what is law, and where is truth, and who is 
fafe ? 
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In concluding my plea for the obfervance of 
the ftatute I may be permitted to add, that, 
beyond being an old member of the eftablifhment, 
and, I hope, a lover of truth, I have no fpecial, 
that is, no perfonal intereft in the queftion ; at 
the fame time, when men of Law and Gofpel go 
out of their way to be diihoneft, I can well 
underftand that others, ftraightforward, grave, 
and honourable men, knowing themfelves to be 
a£l and pa6^, art and part in this great caufe, 
and feeing that their brethren in large bodies, 
clergy and congregations alike, are, by natural 
inftin£i:, with them, heart and foul, in the matter, 
may find it their duty to withftand outrage to 
the uttermoft, and, defending to the laft their 
ftronghold of right, to die if needs be on the 
breach, fore-doomed, and, therefore, not i\(- 
honoured ; crufhed, but more than conquerors.
